Red Cloud's Band Oppose the Gov- 
_ ernment’s Offers. 
PINE RipGE AGENCY (Dak.), June 16.— 
[By the Associated Press.] The commis- 
sioners were informed this mornipg that 
the Cheyennes desired to have their own 
dialect employed, as they did not under- 
stand the language used yesterday. Inquiry 
developed the fact that when the Chey- 
ennes were leaving their camps for this 
caucus the Sioux interfered, and told them 
they must not talk to the commissioners. 
This action indieates the policy of Red 
Cloud and his followers, and is in line with 
their conduct yesterday. 
The Cheyennes were given separate audi- 
ence, and the bill was carefully explained 
in their own language. They expressed 
satisfaction frequently. It seems now that 
the mixed bloods are in favor of ratifying 
the bill, and that the opposition to it is 
mainly ‘confined to Red Cloud’s following.

THE DILETTANTE SANGUINETTI 
WITH ALIASES- 


Pad 


Escorted Back Safely by a Deputy 
Sheriff and Given Quarters at the 
Jail--Not at All Disconcerted by 
His Situation. 


“Sanguinetti, alias Williams, alias 
Gorham, alias Blake, the smooth young 


O. |swindler who victimized Mr. Maynes 


of the Nadeau Hotel out of $500, ar- 
rived in the city. yesterday morning 
from San Francisco in charge of Dep- 
uty Sheriff Wray, and was at once 
taken to the County Jail, where he was 
given a chance to recuperate from the 
fatigue of his journey. Mr. Maynes 
called gt the jail during the forenoon to 
see Williams, who would hardly speak 
to him, and refused to shake hands 
with him, but after talking some min- 
utes so far relaxed as to shake“ when 
his visitor departed. It was learned 
that Williams had engaged an attor- 
ney at San Francisco, to whom he 
turned over the remainder of the 
money he hadin his possession, some 
$280. The attorney had taken steps 
to secure his release on a writ of habeas 
corpus, which was, however, frustrated 
by the prompt action of Deputy Wray, 
who got hisman out of the county and 
landed him safely in Los Angeles, but 
without the money, which is in the 
hands of the San Francisco authori- 


Yesterday afternoon a TIMES re- 
porter called on Williams to see what 
he had to say for himself, and to find 
out whether he was willing to throw 
any light on the 3 which sur- 
rounds his case. The young fellow 
wag found stretched out comfortably in 
his hammock in the front cell on the 
left-hand side of the middle tank. He 
was in his shirt sleeves, and was read- 
ing a paper, and from the familiarity 
he displayed with his surroundings, the 
reporter was Jed to believe that this 
was not his first experience behind the 
bars. He had not shaved for two or 
three days, and his auburn bangs, of 
which he used to be 80 proud, 
showed that it had not received that 
attention and care at his hands to 
which it had been accustomed. It was 
quite warm in the jail, and the dear 
creature had actually been perspiring 
like an ordinary mortal, as was shown 
by the blue stains on his raw silk sbirt 
from his azure silk suspenders. He 
had also removed the gorgeous 
silk sash that encircled his waist 
while he enjoyed the freedom of the 
city, and altogether he presented a

able from the striking contrast pre- 
sented by his immaculate make-up 
when the reporter last saw him. He 
had just ordered his dinner, and

The habeas 
irpus proceedings were then touched 
upon, and Williams appeared to 
be grea pleased over the 
part he took. and the very 
close shave ge ged Wray had in get- 

him out of the city. He said that 
rancisco, one of 
the officers sent him in a basket of fruit 
and some flowers, and that they were 
so much taken with him that they 
offered him his freedom. Williams 
has a very good opinion ot himself; 
in fact, is about as egotistical a piece of 
humanity as he can well be, but he 
showed a considerable, disposition to 
repress this characteristic. He was 
quite willing to talk on general topics, 
but said that in regard to his case, he 
would make no statement at this time, 
at least until after consultation with 
an attorney, as he expected to be out 
of his trouble in a day or two. In re- 
gard to the press dispatch, purporting 
to be from Gorham, Williams said that 
he did not believe it was true, nor 
would he believe it until he 
beard from Gorham himself. He 
said that Gorham would certainly 
pay the draft; that, if there had been 
no publicity about the matter. it would 
have been met, and that would have 
been the end of it, but that now, as all 
the outcry had been made in the 
papers, he might kick. If by any 
chance, however, he did not come to 
the front, then he would have a story 
to tell that would cause one of the 
biggest sensations ever had in the 
country, involviag numerous people.

He 
also regretted that he should be de- 
prived of the use of his dog-cart and 
gray team, but hoped soon, he said, to 
again have the pleasure of riding be- 
hind them. | 

As Williams had been very kind, in 
answering the various questions, the 
reporter bade him good afternoon, re- 
marking, as he left, that he was in a 
pretty tight place, and that, unless he 
could show a power of attorney to 
signGorham’s name,, there was a pretty 
straight case of forgery against him. 
Williams replied that, so far as that 
was concerned, he would show the 
necessary authority at the proper time, 
and, after bidding the reporter good- 
by, dropped down on his hammock, 
and commenced talking to his cell 
mate, r perfectly at home, 
and not at all worried about being 
locked up. 

The reporter afterward tried to in- 
terview Deputy Sheriff Wray, but that 
official declined to talk at present, 
merely referring to the habeas corpus 
trouble, and saying that he had never 
had an easier prisoner to handle. When 
asked what he thought of Williams he 
merely replied: If he is a gentleman, 
as he claims to be, he bas been greatly

The reporter spent some consider- 
able time yesterday in making in- 

uiries about Williams’s record in San 

rancisco, and from aman who came 
down on the train with Wray and his 
prisoner, and seemed to know a good 
deal about the fellow, it was learned 
that he was as much of a mystery there 
as here. He boarded at the Palace 
and Baldwin hotels, alternately, always 
occupying the best rooms in the house, 
at an expense of from $7.50 to$10 a 
day. Besides this, he kept a dog cart, 
with his monogram on the panels, 
which he used * a day or two be- 
fore he came to Angeles. when it 
dropped out of sight, and has not since 
been located. He went in good so- 
ciety, and frequently was seen driving 
on the streets with the best ladies. So 
far as known, he owes no bills at any 
place, but seems to have paid his way 
wherever he went, although he had no 
source of income, except Gorham, so 
faras known. He had a great many 
friends in San Francisco, and the only

Which is the more religious view of re- 
ligion, that which makes it an exotic 
in our world and naturally foreign to 


and infallible church that has a 
monopoly of divine truth and grace, 
no more than we believe 'in one super- 
natural and infallible school that has 
a monopoly of the means of intel- 
lectual culture, or one supernatural 
and infallible home that has 
a monopoly of domestic hap- 
iness, or one supernatural and 
nfallible state that has a mo- 
nopoly of civil order. Foreign, in- 
fallible, mechanical, cut-and-dried in- 
stitutions, for the working of which 
we were not responsible, would be 
the ruin of us. If anything in human 
affairs has been demonstrated, it, is 
that a man must be a party to his con- 
dition; that a government may govern 
too much; that a home may give to 
children too complete - immunity 
from the tumult, the fric- 
tion, the struggle, the tempta- 
tion, and even the sin of the great out- 
lying world. As it is ruin to a child 
to be everlastingly petted and waited 
upon, so is it ruin to a soul to be too 
much saved. Give us freedom, and 
throw upon us the responsibility, and 
in that way let us work out our own 
salvation, as in the long run every in- 
telligent being is sure to do. en 
we can respect ourselves. 


It will be our aim to make our 
church an embodiment and representa- 
tive of the great principles which along 
and varied experience has demon- 
strated to be essential to the intel- 
‘lectual, the social and the religious 
life, and the civil order of the world. 
The city lieth four square. A church, 
be a true church, standeth four 
square. And have we considered the 
grand fact thus symbolized? A four- 
square structure fronts—fronts the 
four cardinal points; faces every inch 
of span and every truth in the uni- 
verse of God.

A little more than a year ago, my 
friend, Dr. Widney, of our city, the 
dean of the Medical Department of 
the University of Southern California, 
honored our Unity Club by delivering 
to us a lecture, entitled No School in 
Medicine,” in which he stated that the 
true, the wise. the competent physi- 
cian has no creed, no pet system to 
which he is bound; but that he is still 
a learner, and gladly accepts facts 
from whatsoever source they may 
come, and without let or hindrance 
claims the right to investigate every 
reg 6% bearing upon the curative art. 
At the close of the lecture, and in the 

presence of those then and there 
assembled, I assured the Doctor that, 
though ne was theologically a Metho- 
dist, he was medically a Unitarian, as 
his position in regard to medical sci- 
ence was exactly that of the Unitarian 
in regard to theological science. We 
refuse to be bound to adopt a creed. 
Our = lieth four square, and itis 
open all round. 
And yet some things are settled.

There isnot a doubt aboutit. And 
it is quite as clear that reason, includ- 
ing the moral sense, is the only, abso- 
lutely the only guide of mortals.

‘which we must be guided by revela- 
tion and the spirit of God. But how 
pray how, except by the .exercise of 
reason, do we determine what revela- 
tion and the spirit of God are. Why 
do you not accept as wou Bible the 

Why does the 
apostle urge us to try the spirits, 
whether they be evil?

idea of salvation by character, of 
standing on our merits before God, of 
there being taken for what we are per- 
sonally, precisely as we are here.. A 
state of mind that is here held to 
involve the very highest conception 
of morality is a total perversion} 
of the fundamental principle of Chris- 
tianity. Now, it does not require the 
oe of a philosopher to perceive 
hat in religion’s name to teach that 
high personal worth is unnecessary to 
solvation. indeed that the attempt to 
develop and exemplify it 1s repugnant 
to the whole doctrine and spirit of 
Christianity, is to lower the standard 
of character and disintegrate the 
foundations of morality. 

Therefore, I need not say that we 
stand with the other three great in- 
stitutions of humanity. Our city lieth 
four square. We hold that religion is 
a part of, and essential to, the mighty 
groundswell of the race, as is civil 
overnment and education; and thus 
olding, do you not see that we place 
religion and the church on a founda- 
tion as indestructible as the race itself

1000 men and two pieces of artillery, 
was ordered to occupy Bunker’s Hill, 
at nightfall of Jure 16th. Bunker’s 
Hill was an eminence just within the 


By mistake, Prescott passed further 
on to Breed’s Hill at the southern end 
of the peninsula, and much near Bos- 
ton. In the morning the British were 
surprised to find that the enemy were 
thus advantageously posted,and opened 
their batteries upon the Americans 
from the town and the shipping. But 
the 3 kept on constructing 
earthworks, and by noon the breast- 
work had been carried nearly to the 
water, and cannons were mounted in 
such a position as to be very trouble- 
some to the British shipp'ng and garri- 
son. Accordingly troops were 
landed on the peninsula, where the 
Americans were without order and 
uite unprepared for an attack. Some 
New Hampshire troops, under Stark, 
were ted to the left of the 
unfinished breastwork. The Brit- 
ish advanced at 3 o’clock in 
the afternoon „supported by 
a heavy fire from their batteries. As 
the provincials were short of ammuni- 
tion they reserved their fire until the 
enemy were within 100 yards of them, 
when a volley was discharged with tho 
deadly accuracy of marksmen. The 
British regulars retreated to the land- 
ing place. A rally and a second 


followed by a second retreat. Infuri- 
ated by defeat Clinton ordered Charles- 
town to be set on fire, and di- 
rected a third attack to be made upon 
the redoubt. As the ammunition of 
the provincials was giving out, and the 
British artillery stationed at the unfin- 
ished end of the redoubt swept it from 
end to end, the Americans retreated 
before the bayonet charge of the enemy. 
Stark and his New Hampshire men 
kept up a hot fight till the redoubt was 
taken, when the whole force retreated 
across Charlestown Neck. The British 
loss was 1000 killed and wounded, and 
that of the Americans 450, but unfor- 
tunately the brave Gen. Warren was 
among the slain. The British War 
Office was so dissatisfied at the con- 
duct of the battle that Gage was re- 
moved from the command.
